Members of the Class of 1987 at the 
Model Secondary School for the Deaf 
received their high school diplomas dur- 
ing commencement exercises June 19 
at the Field House. | 

The graduation address was given by 
Jay Parker, president of Jay Parker and 
Associates Inc. and a trustee at Gal- 
laudet. Parker talked to the graduates 
about the volunteer independent sector, 
calling it a passion in his life. 

Noting that about half of the adults 
in this country volunteer their time to 
one organization or another, Parker 
urged the graduates to give of their 
time to charitable organizations in addi- 
tion to pursuing a Career. 

Following Parker’s remarks, class 
valedictorian Todd Hlavacek spoke for 
his classmates in thanking teachers, 
family and friends for their help. “Our 
class motto is, ‘Every today is the be- 
ginning of tomorrow.’ Today we enter a 
new phase of our lives. Yes, today is 
the beginning of tomorrow.” 

Addressing his classmates, Hlavacek 
continued: “All of us have been given 
the basic ingredients to be successful. 
Now it’s up to us to make use of our 
abilities and skills. We, the senior class, 
welcome this challenge.” 


Bob Davila, vice president for Pre- 
College Programs, spoke about the 
school’s achievements—saying that 
there have been many during its 
18-year existence. “We have acquired a 
reputation for excellence and high quali- 
ty,” he said. 

Davila also spoke about Peter Hobbs, 
the school’s principal who died of 
cancer earlier this year. “Peter Hobbs 
was totally dedicated to new ideas for 
the school,” Davila said, adding that 
Hobbs was particularly interested in 
computers. Davila then announced that

Parker resigns 
post at MSSD 


John Parker, MSSD’s athletic direc- 
tor, has resigned after 10 years at Gal- 
laudet. Parker, whose last day at 
MSSD will be July 31, has been the 
school’s athletic director since 1979. 


He came to Gallaudet in 1975 from 
Pallotti High School in Laurel, Md. He 
worked with Gallaudet’s intramural pro- 
gram until 1977 when he moved to 
MSSD, taking a position as the school’s 
intramural director. 

Two years later he was named 
MSSD’s athletic director, where he has 
been responsible for overseeing the 
school’s 18 athletic teams.

In Hobbs’ memory, the school 
presented the Peter B. Hobbs Memorial 
Award. The award, given in years past 
as the Spirit of MSSD Award, was 
presented to Hlavacek by Hobbs’ 
widow, Margaret, and Linda McCarty, a 
teacher in the Social Studies 
Department. 

Jim Barnes, Gallaudet vice president 
for Administration and Business and 
president of the Gallaudet Sertoma 
Club, presented Sertoma scholarships 
to Joan Virgadaula and George Boyd. 

During the ceremonies, Charles 
Welsh-Charrier, an English teacher at 
the school, and Janne Harrelson of the 
school’s Educational Planning Office 
sang the national anthem, “Like an Ea- 
gle” and “This is the Time.”

Gallaudet featured in videotape series 


Gallaudet’s Kendall Green campus re- 
cently became a film location and 
several of its community members ac- 
tors. As video cameras rolled, junior 
government major Jerry Covell assumed 
the role of a federal government em- 
ployee discussing assistive devices with 
Gallaudet staff members. 

The videotape is one of three being 
prepared by the Office of Civil Rights 
(OCR) within the U.S. Department of 
Education on Section 504 of the Re- 
habilitation Act of 1973. Section 504 
prohibits discrimination against qualified 
handicapped people in any federally 
supported program or activity. 

The videotapes will be used by OCR 
staff when providing technical as- 
sistance to school districts, colleges, 
universities, parents and others interest- 
ed in Section 504. It also will be used 
to inform recipients of federal funds 
how to comply with the law. 

Gallaudet was featured as part of a

25- to 30-minute videotape giving 
general information about Section 504 
and the types of aids and services 
available to handicapped persons, ac- 
cording to Norma Timm, the project 
officer at OCR. 

Cindy Compton, director of the As- 
sistive Devices Center in the Depart- 
ment of Audiology, coordinated the 
videotaping on campus. Both she and 
Anne Nissen, director of Experiential 
Programs Off Campus (EPOC), ap- 
peared in the videotape. 

“Our purpose is to let supervisors 
and co-workers of hearing impaired 
people know how these devices aid 
communication on the job,” said 
Compton. 

“For the past two years the Assistive 
Devices Center and EPOC have col- 
laborated to educate hearing office 
managers about deafness and deaf peo- 
ple through workshops. The workshops 
have been very successful; participants 
have been receptive to ways of dealing 
with communication problems. We ex- 
pect the same results from using the 
videotapes,” she said. 

The videotapes are being produced 
by CLI Productions Inc. of Hyattsville, 
Md. The other two videotapes deal with 
issues at the elementary and secondary 
school level as well as. at the post- 
secondary level. The tapes should be 
available for use in meetings, work- 
shops and conferences in September.

Group begins endowed research fund

The fund, which will be administered 
by Ray Trybus, dean of Graduate 
Studies and Research, was established 
with the group’s recent gift of $11,500 
and the income used to support 
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research on deafness-related topics. 


“Because the new fund has been es- 
tablished as an endowment, it is eligible 
for matching through the Federal En- 
dowment Matching Program begun at 
Gallaudet last August,” said Jane Kol- 
son, director of the Development 
Office.
